East won with the king 
and returned a diamond for 
West to ruff. Another heart 
lead to East’s ace produced 
another diamond ruff, and the 
outcome was that South went 
down two. 
Now let’s suppose that West 
had shifted to a club at trick 
two, which he might otherwise 
have done because East had 
opened the bidding with a club. 
Declarer would win, ruff a 
club, draw trumps, and cash 
dummy’s diamonds to make 
twelve tricks. South would have 
been four tricks and 880 points 
better off! 
The suit preference signal 
was devised many years ago to 
direct a particular lead in a 
ruffing situation. It is seldom 
used for any purpose other than 
to guide the player who seeks a 
ruff. 
Thus, when West leads his 
singleton diamond — which 
East can easily read as such — 
East signals with a high dia­ 
mond to show he wants the 
•higher ranking suit led next. 
(There are always only two 
suits to choose from, since the 
trump suit and the suit to be 
ruffed to not count.) 
As between hearts and clubs, 
therefore, East is asking for 
the higher suit to be led. By the 
same token, a low diamond by 
East on the ace would ask for a 
club.

Church Must Acknowledge 
State Of Crisis, UCC Told

America, which has been “ tak ­ 
ing a k nock ing,” m ust return, as 
Paul and Moses returned after 
initial setback s, if it is to be “an 
instrum ent of G(x i in the modern 
world,” according to the Rev. 
Jam es Gilliom. 
The Rev. Mr. Gilliom, visiting 
sp eak er from M ercer Island, 
Wash., 
and director of 
the 
United 
Church 
Board 
for 
Homeland Ministries, k eynoted 
an 
annual 
meeting 
of 
the 
Nebrask a 
Conference 
of the 
United Church of Christ (UCC) 
at 
First-Plymouth 
Congrega­ 
tional Church Friday night. 


Addressing 
a 
gathering 
of 
some 
650 
p eop le 
on 
“ The 
Mission of the Church in the 
’70’s,” the Rev. Mr. Gilliom said 
that the first necessary step 
toward 
a 
comeback 
is 
the 
realistic 
ack nowledgement 
of 
the state of crisis in which the 
church finds itself. 
He 
cited 
decreasing 
at­ 
tendance and influence, rap idly 
resigning clergy and the finan­ 
cial trouble faced 
by 
many 
religious institutions as evidence 
of crisis. In addition, 
social 
scientists have q uestioned the 
effects 
of 
p resent 
Christian 
teachings 
in 
light 
of 
the 
destruction 
of 
hum an 
and 
natural resources being p rac­ 
ticed by Christians, he said. 
‘Hop e, Vision’ 
In addition to admitting the 
ex istence of crisis, Christians 
must p rep are themselves with 
“ hop e which has a vision.” 
He noted that the word “hop e” 
derives from the same source as 
“ hop ,” and therefore might be 


used to m ean the ability to 
“ bounce back .” 
“ To have hop e is to have the 
ability to hop in a situation 
which seems hop less,” he said, 
“ having faith that God will be 
wherever one lands.” 
He noted three resp onses to 
crisis which m ust be avoided by 
Christians: the “hap p y bird” 
reaction, which is to close one’s 
e y e s to crisis; the “m a d 
bird reaction,” 
which 
is 
to 
ack nowledge crisis but blame it 
on “ troublem ak ers” and try to 
hold the line while stam p ing out 
the op p osition; and the “guilty 
bird” reaction. The latter leads 
only to 
“ anx iety 
to 
sin 
to 
death,” 
he 
said, 
q uoting 
theologian Paul Tillich. 
M ust Have Plan 
Hop e m ust be arm ed with a 
vision or a p lan, The Rev. Mr. 
Gilliom claimed, in order to be 
p rep ared for action. Describing 
his own vision of the Christian 
church in the 7 0’s, he said that: 
—Its ministry will be shared, 
req uiring a redefinition of “ the 
p r e s e n t p roducer-consumer 
relationship ” of clergy to laiety. 
—It will have m uch more 
ecumenical ex p erience and will 
need m uch more ecumenical 
p lanning to avoid comp etition 
and dup lication; “denomination­ 
al structure is becoming irrele­ 
vant.” 


—It will be more a “ servant 
church in conversation with the 
world than a m aster church 
p retending 
to 
have 
all 
the 
answers,” and will need to listen 
to the needs of the world. 
—It will “see conflict and its 
resolution in a p ositive and free, 
rather 
than 
negative 
and 


restrictive, way,” becoming the 
model of reconciliation for the 
world that it should be. 
—It will learn how to restore 
worship to the center of its life, 
a 
“contemp orary 
celebration 
and p articip ation” rather than a 
“ dutiful and often boring ad­ 
dendum .” 
—It will learn how to “ heal 
and restore strength to p ersons, 
rather 
than 
alienating 
and 
weak ening them by heap ing on 
guilt and unmeaningful activi­ 
ty.” 
Urgency Urged 
In conclusion the Rev. Mr. 
Gilliom urged the 
men 
and 
women of the church to be 
urgent: “ Paddle all the harder 
when the tide turns or be swep t 
out to sea.” 
The 
delegates, 
numbering 
around 400, began small-group 
discussions Friday on numerous 
top ics of concern to the church, 
and will continue discussions 
Saturday. 
Business, i n c l u d i n g the 
nomination and election of state 
officers, 
will 
be 
conducted 
Saturday. Action will be tak en 
on the budget and on resolutions 
Sunday morning. 
Other activities will include 
the Saturday morning p resen­ 
tation to the conference of the 
Urban Task Force, consisting of 
The Rev. John Remaly and 
Rodney Wead, and an address 
by Doane College President Dr. 
Philip R. Heck man Saturday at 
6:30 p .m. entitled “ The Church 
College — It Seemed Lik e a 
Good Idea at the Time.” 
The conference adjourns Sun­ 
day afternoon after a meeting of 
the board of directors.
